Strauss, generally regarded as 
an advocate of full-speed devglop- 
ment of the hydrogen bomb, 
which has been authorized by 
Truman, said in his letter: 

“The issues involving national 
security which were my primary 
concern are now resolved as I 
had hoped and recommended. 
The moment, therefore, seems 
appropriate to ask you to accept 
my resignation.” 

The resignation of Strauss 
leaves two posts on the AEC to 
be filled by Truman. 

Chairman David E. Lilienthal, 
who resigned some time ago, has 
agreed to stay on until Feb. 13 
and Truman is still looking for 
someone to fill that vacancy.

However, the jury could return 
a verdict of manslaughter which 
carries a penalty up to 15 years. 

Miss Paight shot her father, 
Police Sgt. Carl W. Paight, as he 
lay unconscious in a hospital bed 
last Sept. 23. 

In 
and defense told the jury the only 
issue» was whether Miss Paight 
was sane or insane when she fired 
the fatal shot. If the jury finds 
her insane, it must acquit her. If 
it finds her sane, it must convict. 

State’s Attorney Lorin W. Willis 
demanded that the jury convict 
Miss Paight of either second de- 
gree murder or manslaughter. 

Defense attorney David Gold- 
stein said the defense had proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt that 
the shock of hearing the tragic 
news about her father had driven 
Miss Paight insane; that she was 
insane when she fired a bullet 
from his 38-caliber service re- 
volver through her father’s brain. 


Goldstein told the jury that 
this was no merey killing case 
because the law does not sanction 
mercy killing.“ 9 

“Do not be lost in the idea that 
mercy killing is an issue,’ he said. 
“The only issue is whether she 
was insane at the time of the 


Superior Court Judge John A. 
Cornell took oné hour and 12 min- 
utes to charge the jury. He of- 
fered the jury three possible ver- 
dicts—acquittal, conviction of sec- 
ond-degree murder or conviction 
of manslaughter. 

If the defendant was insane 
when she shot her father, the 
court ruled, she must be acquit- 
ted. If she was sane, the jury 
must rule whether she shot him 
with malice aforethought—a ma- 
licious intention with full knowl- 


edge of the consequences. 

Without such malice afore- 
thought, he said, she cannot be 
convicted of second degree mur- 
der, but may be convicted of 
manslaughter. But even if there 
was malice, the court said, the 
jury still may find her guilty of 
manslaughter instead of murder 
under Connecticut laws. 

Without mentioning the mercy- 
killing angle, Judge Cornell called 
the law stern, but just. It does 
not permit one person to take the 
life of another to end suffering, 
he said.

HONOLULU BARS —

RUSSIAN VESSELS 


HONOLULU, Feb. 7 (AP)—Two | 


Russian “fishing vessels“ —of the 
game type that visited Honolulu 
just before the 1948 atomic tests 
at Eniwetok—have docked here. 

More atomic weapons tests are 
scheduled this year at the Eni- 
wetok Island proving area. 

The Trepang and Perlantutr, 
125-foot sailing schooners with 
auxiliary engines, arrived in har- 
bor Sunday. night. Immigration 
officials refused to let the crews 
come ashore because their papers 
were not in order. 

The same two ships, with an- 
other of their type, stopped in 
St. Thomas, Virgin Islands, last 
December before the United 
States . Navy’s ‘maneuvers were 
held in the Caribbean. 

No fishing gear was evident on 
the ships. R. Craig Smith of the 
Inter-Island Steamship Co., which 
is acting as agent for the ships, 
said that so far as he knew they 
carried no cargo. 

The captain of the Trepang, 
who said his name was Vladimir 
Gerasimov, told a reporter the 
ships were part of reparations 
from Finland.

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Wages Lag Behind. 

There is a good basis to the 
workers’ claim that they have 
made the heaviest national sacri- 
fices. The wages have been al- 
most the only item which ‘the 
Government, and the United 
States missions, have kept under 
tight screws.

REAT events are like great 
rivers. The headwaters are 
many, various and far apart. 

No one can foretell the course 

of the Mississippi from the shape 

of a spring freshet in the Da- 
kotas. Yet when all the brooks 
are full and running hard, one 

can foresee that somewhere a 

river will receive the waters, and 

somehow carry them down to the 
sea. 

In the same fashion, it begins 
to be possible to foresee a great 
event here in Washington — 
nothing less than a sharp change 
in the whole tempo, scope ant 
plan of basic American policy. 

Collapse of Assumptions. 

What has been happening, in 
effect, is the rapid collapse of all 
the assumptions on which policy 
has been based since the 1948 
election. There have been three 
of these assumptions: ‘ 

(1) That the Soviet Union 
wished to achieve its aims by 
the peaceful conquest of infil- 
tration 

(2) That the American mo- 

nmopoly on atomic weapons 

would continue to operate as a 
final safeguard against Soviet 
aggression. 

(3) That there was,. therefore, 

all the time in the world to 

win the cold war. 

On these assumptions, as soon 
as the 1948 election gave him 
the self-confidence to do so, Pres- 
ident Truman imposed a drastic 
slowdown on defense and foreign 
policy. Since then, the needs of 
foreign policy have been contin- 
uously subordinated to domestic 
politics.

HE leaders of the Kremlin are bent on eventual war with the 
West, if they can get away with it, says an American reporter 


But Edmund Stevens, for three years a correspondent for the 


Christian Science Monitor in Russia, says he is convinced today 
more than ever that “the world’s 


future depends on understanding 


between the United States and the Soviet Union.” 


Soviet aims and policies have, 
since the war, become plain for 
all to see—expansion through 
superimposing the Communist 
system, Stevens writes. 

But the foremost question today 
is this: Do the Soviet leaders, 
who have an atom bomb now, 
want war? 

The answer, the correspondent 

says, is “No—and yes.” 
* For the immediate future, he 
said, the answer is no, but. in 
the long view, with the shifting of 
world power in the Kremlin’s 
favor, the answer is yes. The Com- 
munist leaders always have pre- 
dicted the inevitable bloody clash 
of capitalism and Communism. 


Still a Margin of Hope 

Stevens says the Kremlin lead- 

ers want to avoid war now while 
preparing militarily and economi- 
cally and while running calcula- 
ted war risks such as the Berlin 
blockade. But he adds that there 
is a margin of hope for peace 
in the realization by the Kremlin 
that it would be difficult to sell 
the Soviet people on a war of 
aggression. 

To beat Soviet propaganda, 
Stevens writes, the West must 
put its own economic house in 

> order. While avoiding outright 
appeasement, it must explore 


jamming of the broadcasts, he 
says, adding: 

“Even today, what filters 
through the wall of interfer- 
ence is a far more 
weapon than the atom bomb—a 
‘weapon for peace that reaches 
men’s minds and creates, in- 
. stead of destroying.” 

As matters stood in 1949, 
Stevens calculatedsthat the even- 
tual armed clash of the two sys- 
tems would come in the long run, 
but the West must remember, he 
adds, that “despite doctrinaire 
aims and outlook, the Soviet 
leaders are fully capable of 
changing their minds.” He re- 
calls that Stalin himself once pro- 
claimed that “the logic of things 
is the strongest of all logic.”

Malenkov Has Power. 


The most powerful today, under 
Stalin, says Stevens, is a man who 
knows nothing of the West from 
first-hand experience, a man who 
is young enough to have grown 
up intellectually under Stalin's 
complete domination.

Just as the St. Louis Heart Association is get- 
ting a fund-raising campaign under way, Scott 
DeKins of the Chamber of Commerce complains 
about the increasing number of drives in addi- 
tion to the annual Community Chest collection. 
In a way, this is understandable because to some 
extent each independent money-raising effort 
militates against the Chest. Some organizations 
may even get the idea that they can do better 
on their own. That way“ lies chaos. Yet the 
hard fact remains that the Community Chest 
does not meet all needs. 

This is particularly true in the field of medi- 
cal research. While the Community Chest makes 
major contributions to the everyday work of. 
the various health services, clinics and hospitals, 
the financing of the grand strategy against such 
killers as polio and tuberculosis must come from 
other sources.

They will moan, as they have 
been doing for the last five years, about 
the dangers of “government socialism en- 
croaching om our rivers.” 


The Congressmen are scheduled to hear 


speeches by a man named Pick and another 
named Sloan, both of whom are well ac- 
quainted with the 
Missouri. Mr. Sloan 
works for the Bureau 
of ‘Reclamation, and 
is building irrigation 
dams up and down 
the river; Gen.- Pick 
is an Army Engineer; 
and this project is 
giving the Missouri a 
nine-foot navigable 
channel.

Pick and Sloan were Gen. Pick

Disrespectful Questions. | 


Over a period of months, and 
especially since the campaign in 
the fall of 1948, the President has 
come to feel about.the press more 
or less as did Franklin Roosevelt 
in the latter phase of the New 
Deal. As with Roosevelt, there 
has been a growing doubt, in 
view of the way in which elec- 
tions turn out, as to the influ- 
ence of the press and the degree 
to which it represents public 
opinion. 

In addition, there was the con- 
stant goad of reckless and irre- 
sponsible elements in press and 
radio; A determination that at 
times became something like an 
obsession was directed at pre- 
venting “leaks.” Questions were 
put at White House press confer- 
ences, that were felt to be delib- 
erately insulting and beneath the 
dignity not of the individual but 
of the office. This was a marked 
change from the first months of 
the Truman Administration when 


press as a friendly, simple man 
struggling to adjust to tasks of 
frightening scope. 


Talk vs. Security. 


Against this background arose 
the issue of the hydrogen bomb. 
The fact is, of course, that the 
President had authorized the 
Atomic Energy Commission to 
proceed with planning and ex- 
perimentation essential to the 
manufacture of the H-bomb well 
in advance of the public discus- 
sion. He took that step as Com- 
mander-in-Chief in what he be- 
lieved to be the best interests 
of the security of the nation.

The debate would alert 
the Soviet Union to our inten- 
tions and spur them on to achieve 
the H-bomb. 

In the State Department among 
some policy makers the belief 
was growing that a cold war 
could not be waged in an atmos 
phere of constant speculation, 
rumor and controversy. The 
harassed man in the White House 
resented what seemed to him an 
unwarranted intrusion on the 
dangerous ground of national se- 
curity. And this, in turn, re- 
flected the unhappy deterioration 
in relations between press and 
Government. In order to end the 
public debate, the President is- 
sued his terse tement. 

It will not end that debate, As 
we have now seen in the Fuchs 
case, super-secrecy does not pre- 
vent the leakage of vital infor- 
mation. What it chiefly does is 
keep from the public the kind of 
non-secret knowledge that would 
contribute to understanding and 
confidence. 


McMahon’s Great Speech. 


To gain publié confidence 
something more is essential. Per- 
haps it is something like a _ 
cil of leaders of our national 
as proposed by the Washington 
Post, to report to the public on 
the whole project. 

I think many Americans want 
assurance of the kind of nioral 
leadership supplied by Senator 
Brien McMahon in his great Sen- 
ate speech.

Filled with dreams of a dra- 
matie career, hundreds of kids 
leave home for Los Angeles and 
New York. There they discover 


that the “famous school” is only 


a shabby loft, that the teachers 
are bit actors who never made 
the grade themselves. Opportuni- 
ties for future employment are— 
to be charitable—a thin hope in 
the imaginative mind of the 
“agent.” . 

But the tuition fee has been 
paid and the youngsters are 
trapped into a life of waiting for 
small parts that seldom come, if 
ever. 

Although a number of these 
“schools” are in existence, none 
of them has ever been prosecuted, 
according to Actors Equity. They 
actually do fulfill their contract 
to “teach” the student. 


Sometimes the “talent scout” 
goes in for mass production and 
becomes careless. Not long ago, 
a woman in a small midwestern 
city received a communication 
from a man who signed himself 
as “head of the casting depart- 
ment of Metropolis Pictures.” 


A photograph of your lovely 
child has been submitted to us,” 
the letter said.

PAIN in your back is bad. 
A But when it puts lines in your 
face it's worse. And that’s 
just what it can do. So how about 
getting rid of both in one fell 
swoop? 

A backache can stem from any 
number of bad habits of which 
you may be totally unconscious. 
A first step toward cure should 
be your careful examination of 
how you stand, sit and move. 

Do you manage a home? Then 
take stock of the motions you go 
through in performing your 
tasks. 

Do you wear ill-fitting shoes or 
bedroom slippers around the 
house? If so, your body isn't 
getting the support it needs. 
Furthermore, your feet will 
spread and weaken, causing a 
chain reaction to set in. Your 
weakened feet will cause you to 
stand and walk incorrectly. And 
eventually; the strain will localize 
in your lower back. 

Do you bend, stoop, lift or 
push a lot? If these movements 
are performed incorrectly, they 
cause back strain. When lifting 
something from the floor, don't 
flop over from the waist. Bend 
your knees; squat down; keep 
your back as erect as possible. 
When you rise, use your knees as 
levers to push you up slowly 
and gracefully.
